The parties of record before the Property Tax Appeal Board are

Vipin Patel, the appellant, by attorney Julie Realnuto of
McCarthy & Duffy, in Chicago, and the Cook County Board of
Revi ew.

The subject property is a 12-year old, two-story style dwelling
of frame and masonry construction containing 5,788 square feet of
living area with central air-conditioning, one fireplace and a
full, finished basenent.

The appellant's appeal is based on unequal treatnent in the
assessnent process. The appellant submtted four conparable
properties described as two-story franme and masonry dwellings
that are 15 or 16 years old for consideration. The conparables
contain from 5,032 to 6,816 square feet of living area and have
i nprovenent assessnents ranging from $9.87 to $12.64 per square
foot. The subject's inprovenent assessnent is $16.27 per square

foot. Based on this evidence, the appellant requested a
reduction in the subject's inprovenent assessnent.

The board of review submtted its "Board of Review Notes on
Appeal " wherein the subject's final assessnment was disclosed.
The board of review presented four conparable properties
consisting of two-story frame and masonry dwellings that are 12
or 16 years old. The dwellings range in size from5,303 to 6,411
square feet and have inprovenent assessnents of $16.05 to $18. 20
per square foot. Based on this evidence, the board of review
requested confirmation of the subject's assessnent.

After reviewing the record and considering the evidence, the
Property Tax Appeal Board finds that it has jurisdiction over the
parties and the subject matter of this appeal. The Illinois
Suprenme Court has held that taxpayers who object to an assessnent

Based on the facts and exhibits presented, the Property Tax
Appeal Board hereby finds no change in the assessment of the

property as established by the Cook County Board of Review is
warranted. The correct assessed valuation of the property is:

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on the basis of |ack of uniformty bear the burden of proving the
di sparity of assessnent valuations by clear and convincing
evi dence. Kankakee County Board of Review v. Property Tax Appeal
Board, 131 Il1.2d 1 (1989). After an analysis of the assessnent
data, the Board finds the appell ant has not overcome this burden.

The Board finds the range established by the nost simlar
conparables contained in this record is $9.87 to $18.20 per
square foot of living area. The subject's inprovenent assessnent
of $16.27 per square foot of living area is within this range.
The conparabl es submitted by the both parties were sinmlar to the
subj ect in size, design, exterior construction, |ocation, age and
f eat ures. After considering adjustnents and the differences in
both parties' conparables when conpared to the subject, the Board
finds the subject's per square foot inprovenent assessnment is
supported and a reduction in the subject's assessnment is not
war r ant ed.
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This is a final admnistrative decision of the Property Tax Appeal
Board which is subject to reviewin the CGrcuit Court or Appellate
Court under the provisions of the Adm nistrative Review Law (735

I LCS 5/3-101 et seq.) and section 16-195 of the Property Tax Code.
